REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


In  submitting  their  annual  report,  the  school  board  wish 
to  congratulate  the  tax  payers  of  the  town  upon  the  undoubted 
success  of  our  schools  for  the  past  year. 

There  has  been  nothing  like  a  failure  in  any  school,  and  in 
nearly  every  case  we  have  been  entirely  satisfied  with  the  re- 
sults. 

The  autumn  term  of  the  Columbian  grammer  school  was 
not  a  success  in  every  particular. 

The  teacher  did  conscientious  work,  but  although  her 
methods  of  teaching  were  excellent  and  good  progress  was 
made  by  some,  best  results  were  not  attained,  owing  to  the  un- 
ruly disposition  manifested  by  some  of  the  scholars. 

Pupils  who  are  old  enough  to  attend  a  grammar  school, 
must  remember  that  the  school  room  is  no  place  for  trifling, 
and  that  they  must  not  take  advantage  of  all  opportunities  to 
create  a  disturbance. 

This  principle  should  be  more  carefully  impressed  upon 
the  minds  of  the  pupils  at  home. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  what  we  believe  is  the  only 
rational  system,  we  have  retained  the  same  teachers  wherever 
it  was  practicable  ;  but  two  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
schools  during  the  past  year. 

We  are  confident  that  better  results  are  attained  with  the 
same  teacher  throughout  the  year,  or  even  longer,  than  can 
possibly  be  reached  by  continually  changing  teachers,  and  we 
hope  that  the  parents  will  assist  us  in  maintaining  this  sj'stem. 

Pupils  too  often  are  upheld  in  foolish  notions  about  dislik- 
ing this  or  that  teacher,  and   as  a  result,  they  fail  to  get  from 


the  school  the  benefit  which  they  might ;  such  notions  are,  in 
the  majority  of  cases,  mere  childish  whims,  and  should  be  dis- 
couraged promptly  at  home. 

Parents  have  evinced  an  unusual  interest  in  the  work  of 
our  schools,  as  shown  by  the  large  number  of  their  visits  ;  not 
for  years,  have  the  registers  shown  so  large  a  visiting  list  as  in 
the  year  just  past. 

It  is  a  favorable  sign  of  the  times,  that  at  last  parents  have 
come  to  realize  that  our  schools  mean  something  to  them,  as 
well  as  to  their  children,  and  that  the  only  way  in  which  to 
find  out  how  much  they  mean,  is  to  visit  school  once  or  more 
each  term. 

The  upper  departments  of  the  Columbian  and  Village 
schools  have  had  a  number  of  advanced  pupils,  and  work  of  a 
literary  character,  including  discussions,  declamations,  read- 
ings from  standard  authors,  and  the  writing  of  original  essays 
has  been  done,  which  is  highly  gratifying  to  the  school  board 
and  teachers.  Pupils  should  be  encouraged  in  these  lines,  for 
they  are  too  much  neglected  in  our  school  work. 

A  word,  now,  in  regard  to  our  primary  schools  ;  it  has 
been  the  custom  to  discontinue  the  primary  schools  at  both  the 
village  and  the  depot,  with  the  close  of  the  fall  terms.  Ob- 
viously this  is  detrimental  to  the  advancement  of  young  pupils, 
to  whom  so  long  a  vacation  means  a  decided  set-back  in  their 
studies. 

Private  primary  schools  were  maintained  the  past  winter 
with  such  marked  success,  as  to  convince  the  school  board 
that  additional  money  should  be  appropriated  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  these  two  primary  schools  during  the  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  be 
appropriated,  which  will  cover  the  expense  incurred  by  these 
two  extra  terms  in  the  primary  departments. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  the  parents  and  friends  of  our 
pupils  for  their  encouragement  in  the  past  year,  and  we  earn- 
estly bespeak  your  co-operation  in  our  eftbrts  to  raise  the 
standard  of  our  schools  to  the  highest  possible  plane.

A  well  selected  library  is  a  great  educator  in  any  com- 
munity ;  w^e  regard  it  as  next  to  the  common  school.  In  the 
purchase  and  use  of  books,  there  should  be  a  careful  avoidance 
of  second-rate  authors  and  the  ephemeral  trash  of  the  day,  in 
favor  of  the  great  masterpieces  of  the  world's  prose  and  verse. 
Lay  down  the  rule  to  purchase  and  read  none  but  the  best 
books  and  you  will  lose  all  relish  for  the  poor  ones. 

The  formative  power  of  books  can  never  be  over-rated. 
Their  subtile  mastery  to  stimulate  all  the  germs  of  intellectual 
and  moral  life,  which  lie  unfolded  in  the  mind,  is  vast  and 
wonderful.  He  who  enters  a  great  library  walks  among  the 
silent  ranks  of  the  thinkers  of  all  ages.  However  dull  or 
empty  he  may  find  the  society  of  people,  that  of  a  well  selected 
library  is  never  dull.  In  the  world  of  books  his  chosen  com- 
panions will  talk  to  him  only  when  bidden,  and  whenever  he 
holds  converse  with  them  they  always  have  something  to  say. 

Books  create  for  us  the  many-sided  world — carry  us  abroad, 
out  of  our  narrow  provincial  horizons,  and  reveal  to  us  new 
scenery,  new  men,  new  languages  and  new  modes  of  life. 

Public  libraries  are  annually  increasing  all  over  our  state, 
and  in  fact  throughout  the  entire  country,  and  cities  and  towns 
can  well  afford  to  aid  liberally  in  their  support. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  an  annual  appropriation 
of  fifty  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  new  books.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall,  in  said 
Fitzvvilliam,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

Article  i. — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  committees  or  officers  heretofore  chosen. 

Art.  2. — To  chose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  3. — To  allow  accounts  against  the  town. 

Art.  4. — To  raise  money  for  schooling,  and  determine  the 
amount. 

Art.  5. — To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  highways  and 
bridges,  and  determine  the  amount. 

Art.  6. — To  raise  money  to  defray  town  charges,  and 
determine  the  amoimt. 

Art.  7. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  build  sidewalks,  fifty 
dollars  to  be  expended  in  the  Depot  village,  and  fifty  dollars  in 
Fitzwilliam  village,  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  committee  to  be  chosen  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  new  books 
for  the  town  library. 

Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  Eagle 
Engine  Co.  the  free  use  of  the  town  hall  for  the  annual  dance. 
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and  also  reimburse  the  Engine  Co.  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
from  any  money  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  same  being 
the  amount  paid  for  the  use  of  the  hall  on  November  15,  1S94. 

Art.  10. — To-see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
of  five  per  cent,  on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  June  25  instead 
of  jLily  5. 

Art.  II. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Aus- 
tralian ballot  system  for  the  election  of  town  officers. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  town,  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  building  the  new  high- 
way leading  from  near  the  Lewis  Lebbee  house,  to  the  VVin- 
chendon  road  ;  or  raise  and  appropriate  the  above  sum,  or  act 
thereon. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  bill  of 
Jonathan  Page,  for  his  time  and  services  in  keeping  the  Page 
road,  (so  called)  in  the  town  of  Fitzwitliam,  in  repair  during 
the  year  188S  and  1SS9. 

Art.  14. — To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen 
to  procure,  and  construct  a  suitable  co-partment  in  the  town 
lock-up  for  the  separate  confinement  of  excited  or  troublesome 
criminals,  and  that  the  expense  of  the  same  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Art.  15. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  expend  the  sum  of  twent\-five  dollars  for  scenery, 
for  the  town  hall. 

Art.  16. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  uni- 
form rate  for  use  of  the  town  hall  for  all  organizations  or  soci- 
eties in  town,  except  the  grand  army,  to  which  the  hall  shall 
be  free,  as  follows  :  For  use  of  upper  hall,  two  dollars  per 
evening  to  ten  o'clock,  and  fifty  cents  per  hour  after  that  time  ; 
for  use  of  the  lower  hall,  fifty  cents.
